which he conveyed all his assets, in- 
cluding the residence in Hampton 
Park, to John E. Bishop and the 
American Trust Co. as trustee. By 
the terms of the trust, Graham was 
to get $500 a month income from 
his estate, until his debts, amounting 
to about $250,000, had been paid.

“Understanding” .to Result. 

All the present indications point 
to an “understanding” rather than a 
treaty as to the form to be taken by 
the final Far Eastern agreement. 
Diplomatically such dn instrument 
would be classed along with the 
“gentlemen's agreements” of the past 
regarding China and would not re- 
quire Senate confirmation. There 
have been hints that the naval re- 
duction agreement might also take 
that form, but that is sald to be one 
of the details still to be adjusted.

I will confess that I am altogether 
perplexed by the behavior of France 
at the present time. I do not under- 
stand what she believes she is doing 
in Europe and I do not understand 
Why 
could she not have co-operated in 
this conference instead of making it 
a scene of special pleading I have 
already said that the French here 
seem to be more foreign than any 
other people and least in touch wit 
the general feeling of the assembly 
They seem to have come here as na- 
tional advocates and special plead- 
ers, without any of that passionate 
desire to lay the foundations of a 
world settiement that certainly ani- 
mates nearly every other delegation 
They do not seem to understand how 
people here regard either the confer- 
ence or France.

He displayed also a report of an 
address by Call Y Cuchi, Speaker of 
the lower house, which declared that 
Governor after Governor from the 
United States, each sent down as a 
“strong man,” had been brought un- 
der native orders, and now this pres- 
ent “strong man” Relly would meet 
similar treatment. Concerning the

Miss Wooster bdDegan a2 campaign 
two years ago against the man 
echool teacher who smoked and she 
has succeeded in keeping a lot of 
men out of teaching jobs because of 
the tobacco habit. It was rot 
enough that they never smoked 
while oh the school grounds or that 
they confined their puffs to the 
privacy of their own homes. The 
fact that they smoked or used to- 
bacco in any form was sufficient to 
warrant the State Superintendent 
asking the schooi boards to dismiss 
the offending teachers. A consider- 
able number of school boards are 
known to have followed the instruc- 
tions of the State Superintendent. ~ 
Now Miss Wooster is going to get 
the jebs af the fashionably attired 
school marms. since she was reason- 
ably successful in banishing tobacco 
from the list of vices of the school- 
masters ofthe State. She has an- 
nounced that thee is in course of 


preparation a2 manual of proper 
dress for the schoo! teaches. The 


manual will be published by the 
State and 2 copy will be placed in 
hands of every school teacher 
and every prospective teacher who 
seeks the certificates authorizing 
employment in the public schoois.

“point of view of effectives, just 
emerging from the war, from a 
war where her men have dbé@e.2 
fighting for four years—and I 
should be tne last to underesti- 
mate the valor of her soldiers— 
our soldiers have had to face and 
to fight the German soldiers and 
they know to what point the Ger- 
man soldier is able to carry his 
heroism. But Germany, just is- 
Suing from the war, still has 7,- 
000,000 men over there in Ger- 
many who have made war. Of 
course, you will say, they are not 
actually serving under the flag; 
they are not living in barracks. 
Certainly. Have these mén any 
officers and non-commissidned of- 
ficers ready to be marshaled to the 
field? Is it possible to mobilize 
‘such an army tomorrow? 


German Police Force. 

e “To this question, I answer yes, 
and I am going to explain it. Since 
the war, since the moment peace 
was signed, Germany has consti- 
tuted a force, a so-called police 
force, which was intended for the 
maintenance of public order. That 
force is called the Reichswehr. It 
is to include 100,000 men, and in 
fact does include 100,000 mén. But 
what men? They are nearly all 
officers or noncommissioned of- 
ficers. I mean, gentlemen, regu- 
lars, all having served in or hav- 
ing belonged to the old army. 
Therefore, the cadres are ready 
there, the officers and noncom- 
missioned officers are ready to 
marshal the army of tomorrow. 

“And what is that army? Is ft 
in conformity with the require- 
ments of the peace treaty? Is it 
only for purposes of publig order? 
No. 

“According to secret instruc- 
tions issued by the military au- 
thorities the Reichswehr is to pre- 
pare not only for police purposes 
but ae for war, and is to train 
for Mar, with the necessary re- 
hearsals and maneuvers. 

“There is something more. Ger- 
many has another denomination. 
there is another group called Ein- 
wohnerwehr. This group includes 
almost all the men of good will 
who are ready to serve their coun- 
try in time of need, and instead 
of using it only to preserve in- 
ternal order, it might be used for 
other purposes. 

“The danger was so real that 
the allies were obliged to send an 
ultimatum to Germany to demand 
this force should be disarmed. 

“Government Weak.” 

“At another moment, under an 
organization called the Ugesch, 
which is the organization of war, 
the Einwohnerwehr acquired such 
strength and became such a threat 
that the Prime Minister of Bava- 
ria, animated by a spirit of revolt, 
informed the world that he had at 
his disposal and he could raise in 
a short time an%army of 300,000, 
pléentifully provided with rifles, 
machine guns and artillery. Well, 
that force has been disorganized. 
The German Government has 
done its duty, and nobody more 
than myself is ready to recognize 
it. Jt is only a duty on my part, 
a mere duty; a mere sense of fair 
play. I stated it in my own Par- 
liament. I am ready to recognize 
that the German Chancellor, Chan- 
cellor Wirth, is a man of good will. 
animated by fair purposes, loyal 
and frank, and that he has applied 
every endeavor, acting with no 
small merit on his part, in order 
to really realize a state of peace, 
and honor the signature of Ger- 
many. But this Government in 
Germany is weak. It is being 
watched. Snares are laid in their 
path and they might fall at any 
moment. 

“While I may” say on our side 
we are ready to do everything in 
order to allow this great people 
to return to normal conditions of 
peace, and the German Govern- 


ment, as I said, dissolved the 
Einwohnerwehr, there is some- 
thing else, gentlemen. There is 


another force, which is called the 
Chezheitz Politze. That is also a 
police force. It includes 150,000 
“men. These are enlisted men, the 
force is composed almost cxclu- 


sively of regulars, officers and 
noncommissioned officers, or at 
least noncommissioned officers

We demanded 
the dissolution of this force, but 
what happened? The Cherheitz 
Politze disappeared, but another 
came in its place—Schutz Politze;

They are facts 
that have been verified, and that 
everybody cap ascertain for him- 
self. Therefore, as a question of 
fact and from the point of view of 
effectives, Germany can raise, in 
a few weeks, and perhaps almost 
in a few days, and can begin to 
raise her 6,000,000 or 7,000,000 
men with their officers again, 
and the noncommissioned officers 
ere ready to do the work and to 
help.

Would you turn 
away your eyes? Would you close 
your eyes to a danger that was 
threatening you? You that are 
said to be such a positive, such a 
precise people, would you close 
your éyes? Would you not de- 
sire to do everything in your pow- 
er in order to safeguard your life, 
end, what is more, your honor? 
Would you do anything to weaken 
vourselves? No. There is not one 
citizen in the whole United 
States would not answer me, ‘No, 
never in the world!’ 

“France is looking upon what 
is happening. France does not 
exaggerate. She is only watching 
ond waiting. Py, 

“I now come to the question of 
war material. We have been told 
that there was no more war ma- 
terial. It is true, the commissions 
ef contro] in Germany have done 
admirable work. A great many 
guns—artillery, I mean—have 
been destroyed. Some of the de- 
struction has been supervised by 
the allied officers. It is real. 


“Other destruction has taken 
place, as we have been told. We 
might have a doubt. We are not 
quite certain. But we must give 
the opponents the benefit of the 
doubt, and we believe the destruc- 
tion on that side is practically 
completed. 

War,gMaterials. 

“But the problem of war. ma- 
terial is one that can easily be 
solved. You have seen, in the 
war, with what promptitude—and 
that was lucky, because if help 
had not come so quickly we might 
have been down, finally—you have 
seen how quickly immense armies 
have come over to us, provided 
with the most modern material, 
and fought on our sides upon tho 
battlefields. 

“Well, what is Germany but a 
vast country of industry—indus- 
trially organized? Germany al- 
ways had two aims, the first was 
trade, commerce, and that is only 
natural. The second was war. 
All her industries, all her manu- 
factures, have been working to the 
full during the war and they have 
developed since. 

“Everything is ready im Ger- 
many. The plans, the designs and 
calibers. Everything is there 
ready to insure a steady manufac- 
turing of guns, machine guns and 
1ifles. Suppose that during a pe- 
riod of diplomatic tenaion, pur- 
posely protracted for a number of 
weeks, certain of the manufaéstur- 
ers, certain of the works, began 
to fabricate, just at the beginning, 
just to start the» war, just to set 
the war going, and then go on 
manufacturing guns and rifles and 
ertillery, what would happen? It 
is not only in Germany that in- 
dustry can work to the full You 
can make preparations outside. In 
fact, preparations have actually 
taken place. Im fact, great cap- 
tains of industry or great indus- 
trial magnates have bought im- 
portant firms in Scandinavia and 
in other parts of Europe. It is 
easy enough to fabricate these 


But the guns, the rifles, the ma- 
chine guns—any instruments used 
on the field of battle—they can be 
manufactured and cannot be con- 
trolled with any measure of cer- 
tainty. 

“Prussia Disarmed Before.” 

“Ah, gentlemen, this is not the 
first time in history that France 
has had to face a situation of this 
kind. We have known Prussia 
disarmed, and disarmed by whom? 
By Napoleon. Well, that Prussia, 
which seemed practically dis- 
armed, which was harmless to all 
intents and purp we found her 
again on the efield and we 
were nearly bled wh How can 
we forget that? 

“Of course, we know what is 
often said of the French people. 
It is often said that we are a friv- 
olous nation and that naturally, 
when the danger is passed, we 
turn our minds to other things— 
just as befits a frivolous people. 

“Evidently, gentlemen, we are 
not the sort of men to keep our 
eyes steadily fixed on whatever is 
sad and depressing. We have not 
been doing that sin® the war, but 
we have been too deeply wound- 
ed, I might almost say murdered, 
to forget the direful lesson which 
has just been taught us. Gentle- 
men, there are too many homes in 
mourning in this country, there 
are too many men in the streets 
that are disabled and maimed. 
Even if we wanted to forget, we 
could not. 

“Therefore, we have not the 
right and we do not intend to 
leave France defenseless. France 
must, to all intents and purposes, 
protect, herself. 

“Smoldering Fire in Europe.” 

‘Such is the situation as far as 
we are concerned. You will grant 
me, gentlemen, that it is serious 
enough. But that is not all. But 
what about the rest of Europe? 
Apparently Europe is at peace, al- 
though here and there on the 
ground certain volumes of smoke 
just arising seem to indicate that 
the fire is not extinguished every- 
where. I might say that this fire 
is smouldering in certain parts of 
Europe, and if France had not had 
an army war would already have 


3 broken out in Europe again. 


Reference to Russia. 

“I will just draw your atten- 
tion to one subject to which I 
may refer later on, and that is the 
subject of Russia. Russia is a 
country of 126,000,000 men, which 
is actually boiling over with an- 
archy. They have an enormous 
standing army, which is in theory 
a million and a half men, but 
which has a practical strength of 
600,000 men. What will Russia 
do? Who can Say what will hap- 
pen on that side? About a year 
and a half ago there was a wiid 
rush of Russia on Europe. Rus- 
sia tried to rueh Poland and 
through Poland to reach Ger- 
many, where some people were 
beckoning to them. Gentlemen, 
we at that time knew terribly 
anxious hours in France. If the 
barrier had not held good, if that 
anarchic army had been able to 
join the people who were calling 
them on the other side, what 
would have happened? Where 
would France beand where would 
the rest of Europe be? Happily. 
there was the French army, which 
was the soldier of order for its 
own account and for the sake of 
the world. 

“The situation in Russia is far 
from being settled. It is a sort of 
permanent anxiety to everybody. 
What will become of its enormous 
army? What could, or might, Ger- 
many do in order to equip Russia 
and exploit her? We know now. 
There are so many probleme, eco- 
nomic, financial, etc., with which 
we have to deal, that really, gen- 
tlemen, we do not know to which 
to turn, but the greatest problem 
of all, the greatest question is life, 
first of all we must be able to live. 
That is sort of a question mark in 
France. Thanks to our allies, to 
whom our gratitude will remain 
everlasting—thanks to their ef- 
forts, we have been able altogether 
to insure the life, Mberty and dig- 
nity of men, but, gentlemen, I 
trust you will certainly feel the 
weight of my argument and recog- 
nize that we are faced with a very 

serious situation.

While it applies only to the futur 
its logica! effect tends irresistibly to the relinquish- 
ment br other nations of territorial holdings, con- 
cessions and “spheres of influence” in China.

of land armaments. We have 
shown it already. Immediately 
after the armistice, demobiliza- 


tion began, and demobilization be- 
| gan as rapidly and as completely 
as possible. According to the mili- 
tary laws of France there are three 
classes of men; that is, three gen- 
erations of young men under the 
flag. That law is still extant; that 
law is still valid. 

Service Period Reduced. 

It has not been abrogated yet, 

and the Government has taken the 


responsibility to reduce to two 
vears the time spent under the 
flag, and instead of three classes 
—three generations of young men 
—we have only two undergoing 
military service. It is therefore an 
immediate reduction by one-third 
that has already taken place in the 
effectives—and I am speaking of 
the normal effectives of the me- 
tropoles, leaving aside troops 
needed for colonial occupation or 
obligation imposed by treaty in 
Rhinelanaé or cther countries or 
other plebiscites. We de® not 
think that endeavor was suffi- 
cient and in the future we have 
plans in order to further restrict 
the extent of our armies. Ina few 
days it is certain that the proposals 
of the Government will be passed 
in the Chamber, and in order to 
further reduce the military serv- 
| ice by half. That is to say, there 
| will be only one class and a half 
actually serving. The metropoli- 
tan French army would be there- 
fore reduced by half, but if any- 
body asks us to go further, to con- 
sent to other reductions, I should 
have to answer clearly and defi- 
nitely that it would be impossible 
for us to do it without exposing 
ourselves to a most serious dan- 
ger. 

You might possibly come and 
tell us “this danger that you are 
exposed to, we see it, we realize 
it, and we are going to share it 
with you. We are going to offer 
you all means—put all means at

your safety.” 
Would Strike New Plan. 

Immediately, if we heard those 
words, of course, we would strike 
upon another plan. We should be 
only too pleased to demonstrate 
the sincerity of our purpose, But 
we understand the difficulties and 
the necessities of the statesmen of 
other countries. We understand 
the position of other peoples who 
have also to face difficult and 
troublous situations. 

We are not selfish enough to ask 
other people to give a part of 
their sovereign national independ- 
ence in order to turn [t te our 
benefit and come to our help. We 
do not expect it; but here I am ap- 
pealing to your consciences. Jf 
France is to remain alone, facifig 
the situation such as I have de- 
_ scribed, and without any exaggera- 
tlon—you must not deny her what 
she wants in order to insure her 
security. You must let her do 
what she has to do, if need arise 
and if the tlme comes. 

“I should be the last one here 
to try to restrict the noble endeav- 
ors which are being made here in 
order to limit armament as in the 
conférence which has been con- 
vened, with such noble purposes 
in view; and I should like to be 
able to say that I foresee no limit, 
no restriction to your labors and 
to the results which you may 
achieve. Any question here can 
be debated and can be resolved 
upon, but I must draw your atten- 
tion to one thing: Moral disarma- 
ment of France would be very dan- 
gerous. 


“France Wants Peace.” 


“Allow me to say it would be 
most unjust. We do not enjoy the 
sufficient condition. We should 
be ready to do it, but the time has 
not come yet to give up our de- 
fense for the sake of final peace 
in Europe. We have to know, how-

ever, that France is not moraliy 
isolated: that she still has with 
her the men of good will, and the 
hearts of all people who have 
fought with her on the same bat- 
tlefield. The true condition of a 
mora] disarmament in Germany—I 
mean to say, I am referring to 
these noxious elements of which I 
have already spoken-—the true 
condition at this time of disarma- 


your disposal in order to secure® 


ee 
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ment in Germany lies in the fact 
that it should be known. over there 
that France is not alone, and then 
I feel quite sure that the potson- 
ous propaganda of which I have 
spoken will simply run up dead 
against the wall; that it wil) not be 
able to go through, and _ that 
nobody anywhere will be- 
lieve in it. If those that stil] har- 
bor evil designs know that, and if 
those that entertain happy ideas 
of peace—this working class that 
want to return to a normal state 
of peace—if it is known in Ger- 
many that France is not morally 
alone, peace wil] come back much 
quicker, and the words of anger, 
the words of revenge, will be sim- 
ply preached in the wilderness. it 
will be impossible for Germany to 
reconstruct a defensive army, and 
she will be able to install demo- 
cratic institutions, and then we 
can all hope for final conditions 
of peace. Everything that France 
can do in this direction she will do. 
In fact, she has already done 
much. She did not hesitate to 
open conversations with the Ger- 


man Government In order to settie 
this painful question of reparation 
for the devastated regions. Ev- 
erything has been done and will be 
done in order to restore norma! 
conditions, and the hour will come 
when everything will be settled, 
but the hour has not come yet. 
Hope in Conference, 


“If by direction given to the la- 
bors of the conference it were pos- 
sible somewhere over there in Eu- 
rope—if it were possible to say 
that the outcome of this con- 
ference is indirect blame and 
opprobrium cast upon France 
—if it were possible to point out 
France as the only country in the 
world that is still imperialistic, as 
the only country that opposes final 
disarmament, then, gentlemen, in- 
deed this conference would have 
dealt us a severe blow; but I am 
quite sure that nothing is further 
from your minds and from your 
intentions. 

“If, after Ustening te this argu- 
ment, after weighing the reasons 
which you have just heard, you 
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consider it then as. valid, then, 
gentlemen, you will still be with us 
and you will agree with me and say 
that France cannot possibly do 
anything but what she has actually 
done.”

We can no longer blame a double 
chin on the high collar, since they 
are nd longer worn, but an improper 
posture and carriage of the head has 
much to do in causing Nature to 
deposit the fatty flesh in an un- 
lump underneath the chin 
more than any other portion of the 
face. This flesh has a tendency to 
"be exceedingly flabby and therefore 
must be dealt with in a rather stren- 
uous manner. 


Place the hands sp as to permit a 


good firm pressure of the thumb, 
slowly pressing the thumbs from the 
center up toward the ear. This stim- 
ulates the circulation and causes 
néw blood to@low to the flabby tis- 
sues, stimulating them and thereby 
filling out the hollows and wearing 
away excessive fat. The only way 
that a double chin can be perma- 
nently regneved is by this persistent 
application every night, followed in 
the morning by the chin rub that I 
gave you in the reducing exercises, 
but more than anything else it is im- 
portant for you to remember that 
ice cold water or a piece of ice has 
the effect of making the flesh firm. 
Therefore, when you use this treat- 
ment in the morning, be sure to ap- 
ply the ice to the double chin so as 
to stimulate the sagging flesh and 
make it firm. This keeps it in the 
position into which you have mas- 
saged it. 

In cases where the persons are 
very stout and the double chin does 
not respond readily to the above 
treatment, the wearing of a bandage 
or beauty mask may be a permissi- 
ble aid in your fight against this dou- 
ble chin.
